The peptides, antibodies, and methods of use thereof were subject to restriction in the parent 
applications 08/127,499; 08/486,050; and 08/988,444. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention on 12-18- 
2006, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. 
Accordingly, claims 26-38 were withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. 
See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03 and subsequently canceled by examiners amendment to place the 
application in condition for allowance.
